SUPREME COURT AGAINST-THEM 


All Were Holdover Republicans and 
Condition Arose Because Mayor 
Reed’s Appointees Were . 

, Rejected. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 2.—Kansas 
City today is without its five principal 
charter officers, as a result of yesterday's 
decision of the state supreme court, oust- 
ing City Comptroller Lund, City Physician 
Coffin, Clerk Curry, Assessor Yost an 
City Counselor Middlebrook, holdover Re- 
publicans. 

After the decision had become thorough- 
ly understood and they had sought the 
advice of their attorneys, each of the 
ousted Republicans left his office, refus- 
ing to assume responsibility for their future 


conduct, and informing their clerks that, 
if they remained at their desks, they must 
do so upon their own responsibility. 

Thus, practically, all the city’s business 
came to an abrupt standstill. 

The trouble arose a year ago, when the 
City Council refused to confirm the nomi- 
nations for these offices sent in by yee ty 
Reed, a Democrat. The mayor has called 
a special meeting of his political asso- 
clates to conSider the situation.

BESCH TALKS OF ALTERED BILL.

Henry Besch, who arrived from New 
York Tuesday, stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that he did not know what would be the 
nature of the testimony expected from him, 
but he thought probab y he would be asked 
regarding the alleged alteration of the Cen- 
tral Traction bill.

Wells Proposes to Organize 
Commission of Business

If Mayor Wells carries out an idea which 
he now has in mind, the new public building 


commission will be the largest official body 
in the municipality. 

“IT am thinking of appointing two mem- 
bers on this commission from each ward,” 
he said to the Post-Dispatch Thursday 
morning, ‘‘and algo of naming severai mem- 
bers at large. 

‘‘My tdea ts to have a Democrat and a Re- 
publican from each ward, the two appoin- 
tees to be busines@ or professional men. 
There will be no necessity of appointing 
architects on the commission, as the St. 
Louis Association of Architects hae offered 
its services to the commission gratis. 

“It will be the province of this com- 
mittee to examine all the public buildings 
and to report to the Municipal Assemb'y 
the advisability of specia] tavation for the 
purpose of improving the public buildings. 

“As soon as { can get to it, I shal! take up 
the matter of appointing this committee. 
It is a matter that I wish to act upon as 
soon as possible. Many of our public bulld- 
ings are sad'y in need of improvement. 
Everyone knows how dingy the Court House 
and the Four Courts are. 

“If the commission desires any sugges- 
tions from me after it is organ'zed, I shall 
be pleased to furnish them. The propost- 
tion to buy the block on which the old city 
hall stands and erect thereon a new build- 
ing for courts and nolice headquariers Is 
one which I shall offer them.”

bBrocks committed suicide. 

The room in whica the boay was found 
is little larger than a good-sized closet in 
a St. Louls home, yet not a powder burn 
or a jagged huvle:was found. Ins.ead, the 
nole was c.ean cut. The pistol, wo, has 
not been tound, two pecuilar facts if it 
were a suicide. 

The district attorney, under agreement 
with the young woman's lawyer, has re- 
trained from having Fiorence Burns indict- 
ed. Instead, a thorough inves.igation is 
to be had before a magistrate. 

This was done largeiy in deference to 
public sentiment, which seems to hold that 
the girl may be innocent, but, if gul.ty, 
was justified in shooting Brooks. 

He and his friends, all sons of wealthy 
Brookiyn men, had made a toy of her, and 
Brooks apparently was endeavoring to 
throw her overboard. A letter from her 
was found in his possession. In it she 
pleaded with him to marry her to save her 
from being driven from home. 

He went with her to a preacher, who re- 
fused to marry them because he knew the 
yarents of Brooks had opposed the match

She went toa 
room, put herself together and left the ho- 
tel aloné soon thereafter. 

Persens in the Lincoln who saw the girl 
on both occasions, and have. since seen 
F'orence Burns. say ehe is not the girl.

day afternoon and took her to a horel. It 
is not known whether this girl came to 
New York with h'm. The Glen Island Ho- 
tel ‘s near the Newark ferry.

Brooks was found in his room about 10:30 
o’clock with the gas turned on, and a doc- 
tor was called. @ pronounced him suf- 
fering from gas poison and so treated him. 
He left, saying he would return in the 
morning. When he returned the gunshot 
wound was found. That was about 7 
o’clock. He directed that an ambulance 
te called. The hotel managers delayed 
three hours in doing this. Until then the 
police had not the slightest knowledge of

One of the results of this pecullar diag- 
nosis of the doctor and of the reticence of 
the hotel managers give ‘rise to a story 
that Brooks was shot by a man while he 
was seated in the restaurant with a wom- 
an. This the hotel people say is prepos- 
terous. Yet no one has been found who 
heard a gun shot in the bed room where 
Brooks was found.

— the Opposite Sex. 


STRANGE STREAK OF NATURE 


HISTORIC PARALLELS TO MOD- 
ERN FELON FRENZY. 


Lawyer Who Has Defended Famous 
Criminals Tells of Strange In- 
fatuation for His Clients. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—Prominent crimi- 
nal lawyers of New York declare that wom- 
en are not alone in paying extraordinary 
adulation to those convicted of the most 
terrible crimes; that women murderers re- 
ceive the same inexplicable attentions from 


men. 

As in Pit‘sburg recently, when 25 women, 
most of then of good reputation. paid court 
in person and ‘y letter to the Biddle broth- 
ers, cruel murderers ani robbers, without 
one redeeming characteristic; for whom 
Mrs. Soffel sacrificed her husband, children 
good name and perhaps her life, so it once 
was in New York City, when convicted mur- 
durers were executed by hanging in the 
Tombs yard and were keot in that institu- 
tion until the day of their death 

No matter how cruel, cowardly and un- 
called for a crime the man or woman may 
have committed, they were overwhelmed 
with-letters breathing sympathy .and love, 
and, strangely, most of the letters showed 
great religious fervor. 


Sat in a Bower 
of Flowers. 

These frenzied persons brought flowers, 
dainties and other luxuries, until some- 
times a beetle-browed ruffian. who had 
never done a good deed in his life. and 
who had never had one decent thought, sat 
in a. bower of flowers from the florists who 
cater to the rich, and had more delicacies 
than he could eat in weeks. Counsel to the 
felons had to fight with these strangely 
loave-mafid women to get to their clients, und 

‘while the prison officials and empl yees 
treated them with jest and abuse, they 
were not one whit stirred from their deter- 
mination to be near the object of their af- 
fection as often and as long as possible. 

When a woman was the prisoner the visi- 
tors and correspondents were men, _ in- 
variably well-dressed and well supplied with 
money—men who would be regarded, aside 
from their odd infatuation. as citizens of 
average intelligence and stand.ng. 


This Infatuation 
Knows No Color Line. 
it might be supposed that the color line 
would be drawn by the well-bred white 


wonien in giving their sympathy to mur- 
derers, but the case of t negro, has- 
tine Cox, who brutally murdered the wifa 
of Dr. Hall, destroys this idea. Cox was a 
mulatto, and eventually was hanged. but 
while he awaited execution he received 
flowers, delicacies and letters from women, 
some of them pretty and well dressed, and 
some of whom visited him in his cell and 
petted him uneil the prison employes turned 
| away in disgust. 

' Ben Ali, alias ‘‘Frenchy,’’ the murderer 
of “Ols Snakspeare,"’ a woman, although 
ugly and unsavory in appearance, was made 
much of by females t on saving and 
cheering him. 

There are instances without number, here 
ald in every part of this and other countries, 
where murderers—men and women—have 
been glorified to an extent impossible of 
understanding, and flooded with sympathy, 
not one particle of which thev were en- 
titled to; and there are historic instances, 
too, wherein royalty and nobility have pet- 
-ted and sought to save those who commit- 
ted the most atrocious crimes. 


A Criminal Lawyer 
| Discusses the Point. 

A New York lawyer, who, through his 
connection as counsel for some of the most 


famous, of local criminals, is well informed 
upon the adulation mania, is Emanuel M. 
riend. ‘The morbid desire on the part 
of some women,’ said he, ‘“‘to make heroes 
of the most desperate criminals is some- 
thing that is positively appalling, and, to 
my mind, is a species of insanity, pure and 
simple. I c&m readily understand that a 
woman, in the goodness of her heart, who, 
believing some dear one to be innocent of a 
crime charged against him, or. even though 
he be guilty, being untiring in her efforts 
to .aid him; but to behold, as I have in 
ene J instances, the postive devotion, the 
placing upon a pedestal of men convicted of 
the most hienous offenses, makes me won- 
der whether they are really accountable 
for their acts. 
“Imagine women bringing the most ex- 
' pensive flowers to men convicted of mur- 
der, simply from a morbid and degenerate 
feeling magine a woman, ad there have 
been instances, becoming acquainted. with a 
man while on trial. and, after conviction 
entering into a marriage with him in the 
very jail from which he is so soon to enter 
upon a life's imprisonment in state prison, 
and yet such instances have occurred to my 
knowledge. . And the delicacies that thev 
bring to men under such circumstances, and 
the means that they supply them with-- 
even going so far as the unfortunate Mrs. 
Soffel did, to give up her home, her babies 
and her husband for a man whom she knew 
to be one of the most desperate characters 
that one can weil itmagince.”’

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GOV. TAFT ASKS THAT AN APPRO- 
PRIATION BE MADE. 


MEN NEED BETTER QUARTERS 


Expense of Government Greater Now 
Than When Spain Had Posses- 
sion of the Islands. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Gov. Taft con- 
tinued to discuss the climatic conditicn in 
the Philippines today before the Senate 
Philippine committee. Reverting to what he 
had said yesterday concerning the health 
of the American troops in the Philippines, 
Gov. Taft said that much of the sick- 
ness which does exist is due to expdsure, 
and he incidentally made an appeal! for lib- 


eral appropriations for the construction of 
barracks and for the protection of officers 
and men. The witness thought the high 
death rate of troops in the Philippines due 
to the guerrilla warfare, saying that it 
was impossible to get soldiers to observe 
the laws of hygiene. 

His experience, Gov. Taft said, was that 
the greatest danger in the matter of healii; 
in the Philippines is found in the neglect 
of symptoms which are not generally re- 
garded as of importance in the United 
States. He knew, he said, of Europeans 
who hac spent 30 or 40 years in the islands 
and who are in good health. He thought, 
however, that they generally left the is- 
lands for several months eve two or 
three vears. As a rule continued residence 
had the effect of causing a gradual deieri- 
oration of health. 

Gov. Taft made reply to a number of 
questions by Senator Culberson concerning 
the expenses of conducting the government 
of the Islands. He said that those expenses 
are much higher than under Spanish rule, 
and that the increase would be greater 
this year than it had been last year. For 
instance, while the annual expense of con- 
ducting the government of Manila under 
Snanish rule was from $500,000 to $1.000 000 
Mexican, the present expense is about $1,- 
500,000 in gold. The increase in the total 
was, he said, due to the Increase in salaries 
and to the improvement of the government 
afforded. ‘‘Under Spanish rule,’ he said, 
“salaries were very low—so0 low that they 
were the plainest intimation that they (the 
Spanish officers) expected their salaries to 
be pieced out by illegal collections and 
squeezes, and that they were so pleced out 


is indisputable.’

BRITISH BREAD IS CHEAPER 


London Bakers’ Bill Less by $55,000 
a Week. 

Bread is cheap, and the poor of London 
will have ane problem the easier to solve 
through the dark, cold days of the winter. 
Throughout the metropolis yesterday the 
quartern or four-pound loaf, made of the 
finest white flour ‘which cost 444d last week, 
vesterday sold for 4d. In some parts good 
white bread was only 34d the quartern, 


and in South London and the East End 
plain household bread was as low as 3d 
per four-pound loaf. 

The London bakeries turn out each day a 
supply of bread equal to about 3,000,000 haif- 
quarteorn loaves, so the reduction Is equal to 
a saving of about £1500 a day in London's 
bread bill, or a total of nearly £11,000 a 
week. Two years ago the quartern loaf 
went up to 5%d and ‘“‘war prices’’ were 
talked of. 

*The preve of bread is remarkably low,”’ 
said a bakery manager, “and a reduction 
at this time of the year is in itself extraor- 
dinary, but flour is very cheap.” 

One hundred years ago (in-1801) there were 
real war prices, the quartern loaf costing 
Is 104,d, against an everage of 316d today. 
but wheat then stood at 156s a quarter 
against 28s to 29s last week. Fancy bread 
rolls and scones do not alter in price, and 
these and the cheaper class of buns give 
the bakers a handsome profit when flour is 
as cheap as it is at present.

Spantardés. The Oregon, Iowa an! Texas were all 
eloge together and actively engaged thro-ghout this 
running fight.

Other Two, Who Had Attempted the 
Perilous Passage, Were Rescued 
by Pleasure Seekers.

JOHN STEVENS, INDICTED FOR 
ROBBERY, TELEPHONED POLICE. 


HELD IN STOCKYARDS CASE.. 


Prisoner Says He Is a Reformed Rob- 
ber, and Had Nothing to Do 
With East Side Theft. 


John Stevens, a former convict In the 
Missouri and Illinois pemitentiaries, who 
was arrested Wednesday afternoon on the 
charge of complicity in the National Stock- 
yards Bank robbery in East St. Louis, on 
Jan. 9, was taken to Belleville Thursday 
morning and lodged in the St. Clair County 
jail, 

Hearing that the police were looking for 
him, and that he was charged with com- 
plicity in the stockyards robbery, Stevens 
telephoned Wednesday afternoon to Secret 
Service Officer Robert Monroe of thc 
National Stockyards, and made an appoint- 
ment to meet him in 8t. Louis. 

Stevens kept his appointment, submitted 
with the best possible grace to arrest, and 
did not object to crossing the river without 
requisition papers. 

“I'm a reformed burglar,” he said, “and 
I had nothihg to do with the stockyards 
robbery. I don't know anything about it, 

“If I had been in on that job, yeu bet I 
wouldn’t have stayed as near as this to the 

lace where it happened, nor I wouldn't 

uve been waiting on table for a living. 

When going to keep his appointment with 
Stevens, Monroe took wah him Lee Phil- 
pot, watchman at the bank and one of the 
victims of the robbers, and Detectives 
Keeley and Cordell of St. Louis.

IN SOUTHERN ILLINOIS. 


HIS PLEA IS SELF-DEFENSE 


Werdict of the Jury Will Hinge Upon 


the Testimony of His Wife 
and Stepdaughter.

D. Gettings. the slayer of Harry C. High- 
fill, his stepson, is on trial in Macoupin 
County Circuit Court today on the charge 
of manslaughter. A large number of wit- 
nesses are here from Shipman and vicinity 
to testify In the case. Gettings killed his 
stepson Jan. 18. The weapon used was a 
common pocket knife which Gettings was in 
the habit of carrving itn his pocket. Get- 
tings’ plea is self-defense. According to his 
story of the tragedy. he and his stensqn 
did not get along wel!. On the day of the 
tragedy they had quarreled, and in the 
fight that followed Highfal! knocked him 
down and was beating him severely, when 
in self-d-feree he stehhed hig stenson. 

The defendant is 73 years of age, and 
has been a minister of the gospel for over 
50 years. He Is a tall. slender man, with 
long, hagegled beard, and mustache as white 
as snow. and lone, white hair. 
feeble, thoroughly innocent in his appear- 
ance and trulv 
committed. There were but two eyewit- 
nesses to the murder. his aged wife and her 
daughter, but the wife will not be allowed 
to testify. ' 

The stories told by Mrs. Gettings and her 
child. Clara Highfill, are contradictory. 
They testified at the coroner’s inquest that 
Hie’4" was stabbed before he attacked his 
stenfather.
